Marion Selectmen's Meeting 

April 8, 2008

A special meeting of the Marion Board of Se- 
lectmen was called to order in the Marion Town House 
on Tuesday, April 8 at 7:02 pm by Chairman Roger 
Blanchette. Also present were Selectman Andrew Jeffrey, 
Selectman Jonathan Henry, and Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson. 

The purpose of this meeting was to consider 
future plans for the town's curbside rubbish and recycling 
pickup in light of recent fiscal constraints. 

"The purpose of this meeting is to discuss trash 
pickup in addition to privilege stickers and hours at the 
Transfer Station,'' Chairman Blanchette said. "We're go- 
ing to have a discussion and we're not going to vote on 
any of these things for three weeks, so it will give every- 
one an opportunity to provide input." 

As such. Chairman Blanchette encouraged 
residents not in attendance to send their own comments 
and suggestions to Town Administrator Paul Dawson at 
pdawson@marionma.gov. 

"After meeting with the Finance Committee (Fin- 
Com), one of the recommendations for the Department of 
Public Works (DPW) was to determine what we're going 
to do with rubbish and recycling pickup," said DPW Su- 
perintendent Rob Zora. "With level-funding or a possible 
10 percent (budget) cut, if we continue to pickup the trash

we can only mow half the town every week. So we came 
back to the FinCom to suggest possibly outsourcing the 
trash and recycling pickup to a couple of different com- 
panies. We went to Casella Corporation, who estimated 
it would cost $448,163 a year. That's very high (because) 
they do it different than the way we do it. ABC Disposal 
came back with a price of $241,000 a year. We came up 
with our own numbers based on what they gave us and 
it costs us $228,165.66 annually. We have a contract with 
SEMASS where we can take in as much as 3,000 tons a 
year ... and we don't pay a tipping fee, so we save a huge 
amount of money every year.'' 

Right now, Mr. Zora noted the Marion DPW 
disposes of anywhere between 50 and 60 tons a week at 
SEMASS. They currently have a mutual arrangement with 
the Town of Rochester on a combined recycling program, 
but Rochester is currently negotiating a new recycling 
contract with the Casella Corporation which may go into 
effect as early as July 1. "That means we'll have to take on 
the full (recycling) load for Marion," Mr. Zora said. 

He also noted that Casella's estimate is so high

because they are essentially a one-man operation and 
they've built into the price the cost of a new trash truck, 
which would also require Marion to commit a five-year 
contract with them. 

"One of the discussions we had with the FinCom 
was how we could reduce our costs with the DPW/' 
Chairman Blanchette said. "According to Mr. Zora, we 
have nine commercial businesses in town where we 
pickup their dumpsters weekly. What I am suggesting is 
that we charge $225 a month to the nine businesses where 
we are (emptying) their dumpsters for them. Why should 
these nine people get a free ride? That would go a long 
way towards purchasing a new truck that we'll need." 

Chairman Blanchette also noted there are seven 
town-owned dumpsters in various locations that the DPW 
picks up on a weekly basis. He suggested these dump- 
sters be locked in order to prohibit any non-town house- 
hold or commercial trash from being disposed in them. 

"We should lock them and post signs with fines 
to enforce (violations)," Chairman Blanchette said. "I 
suggest we charge $100 for the first violation, $200 for the 
second violation, and $300 for the third." 

As for the town's transfer station, Ray Pickles of 
the Carver /Marion /Wareham Regional Refuse District 
said it would cost about $192 a week in labor to open 
it seven days a week, but they are not able absorb that 
expense right now. If the Town of Marion was willing to 
foot the bill for the additional hours, they had no objec-

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tions to increasing the hours of operation. 

''We're looking at a new rubbish truck for 
$185,000/' Mr. Zora said. "When the main truck goes 
down and I only have the backup truck, it causes delays 
and overtime and I have to rent another truck. It's very 
expensive to have older equipment breakdown. To con- 
tinue to do curbside pickup it's going to cost money." 

Chairman Blanchette also discussed the notion 
proposed by FinCom Chairman Dr. Richard Kemp to 
charge a nominal fee for the town's privilege stickers. 

"The basic problem is our expenses are now start- 
ing to eclipse our revenues, so we're looking for new rev- 
enue sources," Dr. Kemp said. "We're looking for ways to 
save money and we're looking for ways to make money. 
We're suggesting we charge $20 for the beach privilege 
sticker ... and in talking to Mr. Pickles he suggested we 
have a separate sticker for the Transfer Station which 
would cost $30. We're also thinking about some type of 
'two-fer' deal where it would cost $40 for both. I know not 
everybody wants to pay it, but it's something that is paid 
for by our neighboring towns." 

"As far as the commercial dumpsters are con- 
cerned, even if we were to charge for picking them up, are 
we really going to get that much revenue out of nine of 
them?" Selectman Henry asked. 

"It's something we've provided businesses in 
the past ... and businesses have an option to put out six 
barrels a week," Mr. Zora said. "A lot of businesses have 
their own dumpsters which other companies pick up, no 
question." 

"I'm in total agreement with opening the Trans- 
fer Station on Saturdays and Sundays as long as we can 
come up with some type of sharing arrangement, because 
it would be open to Carver and Wareham residents as 
well," Selectman Henry added. 

"This is pretty good information, there's a lot to 
digest," said resident Chris Cowlings. "What I see here is 
a program in town which actually should stay, because it 
works and it works really well. I almost look at this as an 
argument to leave this program alone." 

"What we've done is we've level-funded two 
budgets for the town ... but then there's always a kicker

and that is we have to add the employee-negotiated wage 
settlements which is about three percent/' Dr. Kemp said. 
"Obviously this is a service in town that residents like.'' 

'To me, because we don't pay tipping fees and 
because of other efficiencies we have, what we really 
need to know is how we can extend the life of the (trash) 
truck," Selectman Jeffrey said. 

"I would love to see us press recycling more ... 
and enforce it," Mr. Zora said. "This town has done a 
good job (recycling), but there's no incentive (to recycle). 
We've come a long way, folks, but we have to go further. 
When you do a 'pay as you throw' like Dartmouth ... 
they'll recycle more." 

"Before we reopened the Transfer Station, we 
were limiting (curbside trash pickup) to five bags (per 
home)," Selectman Jeffrey said. "Maybe if we're pushing 
recycling we can drop that down to three." 

"Either way, the bottom line here is our expenses 
are moving in the wrong direction and we need to reign 
them in," Mr. Dawson said. "We do need to find ways to 
get recyclables out of the waste stream ... because it re- 
duces our expenses and reduces the wear and tear on our 
equipment." 

If the trash and recycling pickup were to be out- 
sourced and taken away from the DPW, Mr. Zora noted 
they would likely have to eliminate several part-time po- 
sitions and at least one full-time position from his depart- 
ment.

"One thing I didn't know was that recycling 
can all go in one bin now/' said resident Winnie Silvia. 
"People should know that because it makes it easier (to 
recycle). As far as the beach stickers, I think the taxpayer 
is having a hard time making ends meet and (charging for 
it) would be putting an undue burden on them and they 
should remain free for the townspeople." 

"In my opinion, I see nothing wrong with charg- 
ing fees for the transfer station or the beach," said resident 
Robert Alves. "I know you're looking for revenue ... (but) 
maybe your figures are too high." 

"Towns like Marion do two things well: we 
educate our kids well and we pickup our trash well," Mr. 
Pickles said. "I think we should continue to do (both) with 
public dollars that come off our tax rates." 

"Fees are taxes, let's face it," said resident Tom 
Magauran. "I don't want to divide the people up to say 
who gets what and who doesn't. I don't consider the use 
of the beach as a matter of fairness. You come to Marion 
and expect to use the beach without having to pay for it. 
And fees tend to be regressive, they hit people the hardest 
who have the greatest inability to pay. I know how hard 
it is for businesses to survive in this town and ... I don't 
think that's where we should be focusing our resources. 
Fees isn't the answer." 

"The thing is, keep on putting your head in the 
sand and in two years we're going to be in the same boat 
as Dartmouth," Chairman Blanchette said.

The annual competition 
draws rowers from the UK, Holland, France and as far 
away as Australia. However, until this year, there has 
never been a U.S. Woman's team in the event. 

The races take part over three days. There is a 
2.5-mile initial race Friday May 2, then a series of one- 
mile races with the finals taking place on Sunday May 
4. The contest is on open water, three miles offshore and 
takes place in almost all weather conditions. Pilot gigs are 
32-foot long wooden boats with six rowers and a cox- 
swain. They were traditionally used to row harbor pilots 
out to arriving ships in the ocean waters off the southwest 
coast of England.

Movie Review 




The Ruins, Starring Jonathan Tucker and Jena Malone. 
Directed by Carter Smith. Running time: 91 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

Vines have always freaked me out a little. They don't just grow. 
They climb. They snake their way up the sides of houses and into rain 
gutters looking for water. They can be trained, for God's sake; they can 
be coaxed into covering a wall or a fence. They can get into just about 
anything, as any homeowner or gardener can tell you. They slither 
around blindly but intelligently, and someday they will develop a 
taste for blood, and come for you in the night. Vines: I don't trust the 
damn things. 

Vines are the villains in The Ruins, a gory, wince-inducing horror 
film based on a bestseller by Scott Smith (he also wrote the script), 
whose previous novel A Simple Plan was adapted ten years ago by 
Sam Raimi. That film was a frosted /z7m noif, this one concerns blood 
sacrifice, amputation, and a character who begins to carve a taco-sized 
chunk of skin off her thigh. Why? The vines. Four college kids (Jonathan 
Tucker, Jena Malone, Shawn Ashmore, Laura Tamsey) are vacationing 
in Cancun when they hear about an uncharted Mayan temple from a 
fellow tourist (Joe Anderson). They find the temple, only to discover 
a hostile group of locals who shoot one of the guys tagging along with 
the group. Why? Because the guy touched the vines. 

Should I tell you more about the vines? No, they're best left for 
you to discover, particularly the way they lure people to them. The 
surviving explorers are trapped atop the temple with no food and less 
than a day's worth of water. They can't leave, or the Mayans will kill 
them. They can't stay, or the vines will worm their way into any open 
wound or orifice. These vines, I assume, have developed a craving for 
blood, perhaps from various on-site human sacrifices over the centu- 
ries. They will squirm around inside you, visible under the skin, and 
drive you crazy enough to pick up something sharp and start hacking 
at yourself to get them out. 




One could say that my thing about vines made The Ruins a far 
more effective horror movie for me than for most others (the movie 
is getting ridiculed everywhere, and it opened at an unimpressive 
#5 at the box office; between this and Doomsday, it's a cold atmo- 
sphere lately for inexpensive throwback horror). First- time feature 
director Carter Smith (no relation to Scott), lucky enough to work 
with ace cinematographer Darius Khondji, creates a sense of sun- 
baked menace and dread; sometimes things are scarier when seen 
in stark daylight. Of the cast, the young women are memorably, 
believably traumatized; the young men are a bit blank. We know 
a little about the couple played by Tucker and Malone (he's a med 
student, she's disappointed he's going to school thousands of miles 
away and tends to get drunk and loosey-goosey) and practically 
nothing about the couple played by Ashmore and Ramsey, so the 
latter couple's fates don't move us as they should — perhaps Scott 
Smith's novel picks up the slack. 

Other than that. The Ruins is a short, sharp shock in an era 
of torture porn, PG-13 ghost stories, and slasher remakes. It puts 
likable (if sketchy) characters in a ghastly situation and watches 
them deteriorate, and delivers several uniquely creepy moments. It 
isn't one of the brightest lights in horror-film history, but it does its 
job remorselessly and well. Now if you'll excuse me, I have some 
business to take care of with a weed-whacker.
